DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to reversal from the Board of Appeal and Interference. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Applicant disclose an inventive concept for a remote payment for the purchase of 
good and services using a mobile radiotelephone. Applicant's inventive concept is novel 
and innovative in the sense that it ensures that the buyer is a subscriber correctly 
registered buyer of the radio conmiunication network. The closest prior art Fougnies 
's85 1 teach a system for providing prepaid cellular services and for allowing current 
prepaid subscribers to purchase additional air time. Fougnies '851 fail to teach ensuring 
that the buyer is a subscriber correctly registered buyer of the radio communication 
network.
